Is The Troup Says 5th Article 


Article No. 5 Troop Organization 
The functioning unit in Scouting is 
the Troop. 
The Troop has a mini-: 
mum membership of eight Scouts and 
a maximum of 32 unless pecial per­ 
mission for more 
is 
granted. 
The 
Troop functions through patrols con- , 
sisting of from four to eight boys. 
' 
For the organization 
of 
Troops, 
charters are granted to institutions 
upon application of duly constituted 
authorities. 
Such 
application 
obli­ 
gates the institution to provide ade­ 
quate meeting facilities 
supervision 
and leadership for at least one year 
and to make an 
effort 
to 
provide 
members of Troops with an oppor­ 
tunity to spend one week or more in 
the summer camp conducted accord­ 
ing to prescribed standards. 
The organization of the Troop 
in 
connection with some existing insti­ 
tution is preferred, but when condi­ 
tions warant, a charter may be grant­ 
ed for the organization of a Troop in­ 
dependent of any relationship with an 
existing institution, 
provided, how­ 
ever, that the applicants are citizens 
of the United States and are men of 
high moral character whose interest 
is primarily in helping boys through 
the Scout program 
and 
who 
shall 
have the resources to provide the ne­ 
cessary facilities, 
supervision 
and 
leadership. 


In organizing a new Troop the first 
step is to secure the sponsorship of 
some organization or a group of citi­ 
zens as named above. The church in 
larger communities 
is 
the 
logical 
unit, since it has in its membership 
the boys, it has the meeting place and 
the interest in the development 
of 
good character and citizenship quali­ 
fications in the youth of the commun­ 
ity. 
However, in smaller one Troop 
towns where church jealousy might 
interfere in the welfare of the Troop, 
sponsorship can often better be pro 
vided by the school, luncheon clubs or 
a group of citizens. 
Of the 26 Troops now 
active 
in 
Southeast Missouri, 13 are sponsor­ 
ed by churches or 
church organiza­ 
tion, 8 by luncheon clubs, 2 by indus­ 
tries, 2 >by groups of citizens and one 
by a high school. 
The church spon­ 
sored Troops 
are 
frequently given 
their support by organizations, with­ 
in the 
churches, as 
Bible 
Classes, 
Boards 
of 
Stewards, 
Brotherhood, 
Knights of Columbus and the like. Of 
the 7 luncheon club Troops, 
three 
are sponsored by Lions’ Clubs, three 
by Kiwanis Club and two by Rotary 
Clubs,

Until comparatively recently it was 
difficult for the farm boy to enjoy the 
pleasures of Scouting. 
Four years 
ago the Boy Scouts of America 
in­ 
cluded in their 
program 
the 
Lone 
Scout movement. 
W. D. Boyce, who 
21 years ago brought Boy Scouting 
from England to the United States, 
organized the Lone Scouts of Amei - 
ica for country boys 
and 
operated 
this through his 
farm 
publications 
until the Boy Scout3 were able to sup­ 
ply the funds and organization 
ne­ 
cessary to properly carry on and su­ 
pervise the 
movement. 
Mr. Boyce 
then turned the Lone Scouts over to 
the Boy Scouts of America without 
any profit to himself and 
the 
two 
programs became identical. There are 
now four ways in which 
a country 
boy may become a Scout: 
He may join a troop 
in a nearby 
town. 
He may become 
a 
member of 
a 
Lone Scout Tribe. 
He may become 
a 
member 
of a 
Farm or Home Patrol. 
He may join as a Lone Scout with 
no affiliation with a local group. 
A Lone Scout Tribe is similar to a 
Troop in that it has a sponsoring in­ 
stitution, a Scoutmaster and 
Troop 
Committee and registers on an annu­ 
al basis. 
However, the Tribe may be 
smaller than the Troop, the minimum 
being five boys. 
Since it is contem­ 
plated that members will be from 
ft 
widely scattered community, 
meet­ 
ings are held more infrequently than 
in Troops—usually once a month. 
Farm or Home Patrols may be or­ 
ganized with a minimum of 2 Scouts 
and a maximum of 8, providing three 
or more parents sign the application 
for organization of the patrol. No in- j 
stitutional sponsorship 
is 
required 
but it is expected that when a suffi-J 
cient number of patrols are formed 
in a community a Troop will be form­ 
ed. 
A very acceptable plan of 
or­ 
ganization is the organization of a Da- 
trol of country boys associated with 
an active Troop but not expected 
to 
attend the meetings weekly 
as 
do 
other members of the Tribe. 
Theie are no registered Tribes 
or 
Fa^m Patrols in the Southeast Mis­ 
souri Area Council. 
There are, how­ 
ever, 15 Lone Scouts carrying on their 
work by themselves. 
For each there 
is an Adult Lone Scout 
Friend 
or 
Counsellor who gives the Scout coun­ 
sel and guidance and serves as his ex­ 
aminer in the requirements for 
ad­ 
vancement. 
Some of these boys are 
in towns large enough for Troops, but 
where no institution has as yet tak­ 


en the leadership in providing Troops 
for the Scouts.

SCOTT COUNTY WILL 
HAVE ABUNDANCE OF 
KOREAN LESPEDEZA SEED 


FARMER 
DOUBLES 
YIELD OF CORN 


Many farmers in Scot County have 


reported very satisfactory yields 
of 
Korean Lespedeza seed this past sea­ 


son, in fact, the crop is disappointing 


in one respect—seed purchased 
this 


spring at from 30 to 40 
cents 
per 
pound promised to bring only 10 to 25 


cents this Fall on the market. 
However, the outlook is not so dis­ 
appointing if considered from 
the 
standpoint of establishing more per­ 
manent pastures in the district, and 
consequently establishing 
livestock, 
pork and sheep production on a more 
extensive and solid footing. 
The fact that about 90 per cent of 
clover and other forage crops burned 
out last year in the drouth, the most 
severe visitation in 72 years, and the 
established fact that Korean Lesped­ 
eza came through in fine shape 
that 
same season, 
speaks 
well for 
this 
hardy, self-seeding and perpetuating 
farm crop. 
Lespedeza is not directly competi­ 
tive with red or sweet clover. 
On the 
more productive land either of the lat­ 
te r varieties will make a greater re­ 
turn in hay or pasture and prove more 
beneficial to 
the 
soil. 
There 
are, 
however, thousands of acres of thin, 
sandy or poor soil in the district which 
will usually not grow without 
ex­ 
pensive soil treatments. 
Here Kor­ 
ea n lespedeza really comes 
into 
its 
own. 
It can be grown to advantage 
on many soils where production 
of 
the clovers is difficult or impractica­ 
ble. 
It m ay be sown in small grain 
crops, in grass-clover mixtures 
for 
tem porary or permanent pasture, or 
on idle and waste land not now afford­ 
ing any profits and yealy becoming 
less valuable. 
It would appear from a preliminary 
survey of the situation that farmers 
in Southeast Missouri will be able to

Doubling the yiled of corn per acre 
was the result of a sweet clover and 
superphosphate demonstration recent­ 
ly completed in Barton county under 
the direction of W. C. Shotwell, soils 
extension specialist of the 
Missouri 
College of Agriculture. 
Part of a field of corn on the farm 
of Henry Brandenbuyer had 
grown 
sweet clover last year and had also 
received 100 to 200 pounds of 20 per 
cent superphosphate per acre just be­ 
fore the corn 
was 
planted. 
The 
yield of corn recently harvested from 
this part of the field made an average 
of slightly more than 40 bushels per 
acre. 
On another portion of the same 
field where sweet clover had not been 
grown but where 75 pounds of 2-12- 
2 fertilizer was applied 
before 
the 
corn, the yield was only 17% bushels 
per acre. 
In addition to doubling the yield of 
corn the 3weet clover and phosphate 
treatment greatly improved the qual­ 
ity of the corn, says Mr. Shotwell. It 
is also to be noted that from 
the 
sweet clover Mr. Brandenbuyer last 
year secured good pasture from early 
spring until late summer. 
Such a practice does not mean 
that the total corn production is 
in­ 
creased but by having part 
of the 
land growing a legume to build up 
the fertility and less 
in corn 
each 
year, the same amount of corn can be 
produced much more efficiently and 
at a lowered cost per bushel.

Washington, November 0.—A $3,- 


000,000,000 Federal road program was 


proposed today by Senator Norris of 
Nebraska, a leader of the Republican 


Independents, to meet unemployment. 
Norris would raise the funds thru 
a long-term Government bond issue 
and pay off these by increased rates 
of the higher brackets of income tax­ 
es and the estate tax. 
He proposes 
the road program in place of charity, 
but agrees that if charity is necessary 
this winter the Federal Government 
should meet its share. 
Returning to the capital today from 
his home, Norris said the people of 
the Middle West were cheered some­ 
what by the good crops this year and 
the recent rise in prices, but he said 
there was “very much dissatisfaction 
with President Hoover’. 
Disinclined to listen to suggestions 
that he enter the presidential race, 
Norris said, “any man progressively 
inclined can beat Mr. Hoover in the 
W est”. 
He added a hope that relig­ 
ion would not 
be 
involved in 
any 
presidential race. 
Norris agreed it would be difficult 
to prevent the renomination of Pres­ 
ident Hoover, but said he had heard 
talk of a campaign to that end. 
“There is no general Movement for 
anyone so far as I can 
see , he said, 
embracing in this both the Republican 
and Democratic parties. 
Norris declared his opposition 
to 
cancellation of war debts. 
On fai m 
legislation he said he wanted to hear 
more about conditions and the needs 
of agriculture. 
He thinks the barm 
Board has been “disappointing”, but 
he is ready to help it if possible.
